CINCINNATI (NC)—The presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) has reaf- 
firmed an earlier statement that the 
Catholic priesthood is not open to 
females, following reports attributed 
to an Episcopalian bishop that the 
Catholic prelate was reconsidering 
his stance. 


THE EPISCOPALIANS voted at 
their general convention in Minne- 
apolis in mid-September to ordain 
women to their ministry. Some 


’ observers saw the move as a setback 


for interchurch relations among 
them and Catholics and Eastern 
Orthodox.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI 
on his birthday asked Catholics to 
‘defend the value of every human life”’ 
and told them that his own life was 
coming to an-end. 


Addressing crowds in St. Peter’s 


Square Sept. 26, his 79th birthday, the 
Pope. thanked those who offered him 
birthday greetings, noting that he “‘had 
already reached the vesper hour of our 
day on earth.”’ 


HE SAID in a reference to the 
abortion issue that modern men are 
“too quick to degrade the concept of 
human life to a simple and- accidental 
biological episode.”’ 

‘We are the cultivators of the divine 
glory which is the living man,”’ the Pope 
said. ‘‘We are proud and jealous of the 
dignity of man, of every man.”’ 


In the last 12 months, Pope Paul has 
experienced the heights and depths of 
what being Pope is all about. 


LAST YEAR at this time, the Pope 
was in high spirits as he celebrated the 
crowning moment of any pontificate— 
the Holy Year. 


But just as the exultant Holy Year air 
seemed to rejuvenate the Pope, the 
turmoil of recent months seems to have 
aged him. The most painful crisis has 
been the near schism of traditionalist 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre. 


Then there was the real schism in 
Spain of last January which is being 
continued today by a group of illicitly 
ordained bishops promoting an alleged 
apparition of Mary. The ‘‘apparition’’ 


an official statement as NCCB 
president, ruled out any change in 
the Catholic teaching on ordination 
last October. 


HE SAID, ‘‘Some news reports, 
quoting Bishop John M. Krumm of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Southern 
Ohio, have attributed to me the 
statement concerning the ordination 
of women to the priesthood that, 
‘Some day you may convince us and 
we may do it, too.’ 


‘I do not recall making any such_

FROM ITALY came several stunning 
defeats for the Pope’s policies. Last 
winter hundreds of thousands of Italians 
signed petitions aimed at abolishing 
Italy’s tough anti-abortion laws.

And in June, more than 12.5 million 
Italians—most of them at least nominal 
Catholics—ignored the clear directives 
of the Pope and voted for Communists 
in parliamentary elections. That same 
month the people of the Pope’s own 
diocese sent a leftist leadership to 


Rome’s city hall. 


_ There were very personal wounds, 
too. Several weekly Italian magazines 
displayed front-page caricatures of the 
Pope, an action unprecedented in recent 
years. The caricatures ridiculed the 
Vatican’s recent document on sexual 
ethics and the ‘Church’s stand on 
abortion. 


THE MOST stinging attack came in 
an article claiming that Pope Paul had 
had a homosexual affair—an article 
given wide publicity only after the 
Italian bishops called further attention 
to it by their public protests. 


These battles have been taxing. And 
even the Pope’s closest collaborators 
admit he has aged noticeably. They 
stress, however, that he is suffering 
from no major physical problems, 
except for arthritis in the knees. 
Mentally the Pope remains sharp and 
his memory for even small details 
continues to astound visitors. 


Sentence due for Bp. Lamont 


LONDON (NC)—Sentencing was set for 
Oct. 1 (Friday) after Bishop Donal Lamont of 
Umtali, Rhodesia, pleaded guilty to four 
counts of breaking Rhodesian laws. 


(An incorrect report from Vatican Radio 
published in SC last week said the bishop 
had been found guilty. He had, in fact, 
pleaded guilty). 


REPORTS HERE on the three-day trial 
said that on Sept. 23 the magistrate rejected 
a plea by the bishop’s defense lawyer that, 
because of the rapidly changing situation in 
the country, a legal provision should be 
invoked to delay sentencing for five years. 


According to reports, the 65-year-old Irish 


Carmelite bishop told the Umtali. regional 
court that he had defied Rhodesia’s law and 
order maintenance act ‘“because I, like many 
of my colleagues, cannot reconcile my 
Christian principles with the racist legisla- 
tion in Rhodesia.” 

DURING THE trial Bishop Lamont read a 
38-page statement admitting that he broke 
the laws and attacking the government. He 
refused to make his statement under oath 
and thus avoided being cross-examined. 

Since the trial new plans for a handover of 
government in Rhodesia to the majority 
blacks have been set in motion following the 
visit to southern Africa of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger:

Northern Irish priest informs on 
terrorists, says others should 


LONDON (NC)—A Belfast Pas- 
sionist priest, Father Aquinas 
McCarthy, has appealed to the 
people of Northern Ireland to give 
information on terrorist activities to 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary, the 
provincial police force often  re- 
garded by Catholics with suspicion 
or hostility. 


He revealed in a radio interview 
that he has himself given informa- 
tion to the security forces on the 
confidential telephone—the system 
set up in Northern Ireland to allow 
people to give information about 
criminal activities without exposing 
themselves to the risk of reprisals. 


ASKED WHETHER, as a Catholic 
priest with knowledge of individ- 
uals, he would hand someone over to 
the security _ forces, Father 
McCarthy said: ‘‘Having done 
everything possible ‘to bring the 
person back to the principles of the 
gospel, I would hand him over. I 
have handed them over. 


‘I have got on a confidential 
telephone. I have informed the 
authorities who were listening to it 
that such-and-such a person has 
done such-and-such a deed...and I 


couldn’t in conscience live if I didn’t | 


do that.’’ 


Answering the charge that he was 
asking people to be informers, 
Father McCarthy said informers 
were people who were given money 
to inform on people fighting for an 
Irish cause in which all the people 
were involved. 


“BUT I THINK most will agree 
now that the IRA does not represent 
the people,’’ he went on. ‘‘They are 


simply a very tiny group that must . 


be taken out of society.” 

Meanwhile, the women of the 
Peace Movement are having to face 
the threat of violence. 


The Provisional IRA has issued a 
warning that if any of its members 


are killed or imprisoned as a result 
of cooperation between the security 
forces and any member of a peace 
movement, ‘‘then informers must be 
prepared to accept the conse- 
quences.”’

Bridget McKenna, is seriously ill in 
Belfast after having been shot in the 
face Sept. 24 by a youth armed with 
a shotgun... 


The Peace Movement was started 
last summer by Catholic and 
Protestant women following the 
killing of three small children by an 
IRA automobile being chased by 
British troops.

Bishop declares war on abortion

“‘There is a great need to 
educate our own Catholic 
people and society in general 
that the unborn child is truly 
human,”’ according to Bish- 
op Leo T. Maher. 


And instructing ‘‘the faith- 
ful on the moral evil of 
abortion’’ is the task he has 
assigned to priests for Mass- 
es_on Respect Life Sunday, 
Oct. 3. 


ON THAT day the pro-life 
action plan, designed by the 
U.S. bishops, will be launch- 
ed in parishes throughout the 
diocese. 


Ina letter to priests, which 
included homily guidelines 
and liturgy suggestions, 
Bishop Maher wrote: 


‘‘We have a duty and an 
obligation to protect and 
preserve that (unborn) life. 
This calls for an amendment 
to the Constitution.’’. 


THE BISHOPS’ pro-life 
plan is aimed at securing 
ratification of a human life 
amendment through Pro-Life 
Congressional District Action 
Committees. 

It will be the task of these 
committees in this diocese to 
educate the voters on abor- 


tion, seek volunteers to join 
in the battle and organize 
voters into a pro-life pressure 
group to force legislators to 
act on a human life amend- 
ment. 


At each Mass in the 
diocese on Respect Life 
Sunday, people will be asked 
to sign a pro-life roll sheet 
reaffirming their commit- 
ment to the. sanctity of 
human life and calling for a 
pledge of concrete action on 
behalf of that commitment. 


IN HIS 
Maher reminded priests that: 
‘To abandon the right to life 
is to start dismantling the 
Judaeo-Christian ethic that 
has inspired all other rights. 


‘In the hierarchy of hu- 
man. values, the right to life 
is a more basic right than the 
right to work, the right to be 
taxed equitably and the right 
to’ negotiate union con- 
tracts.”’ 


There are no ‘‘if’s’’, 
‘‘and’s’’ or ‘‘buts’’ in the 
abortion issue, the bishop 
insisted. ‘‘It is the destruc- 
tion of the human life of the 
unborn; it is killing. 


“DEFEND the innocent, 
voiceless victims of abortion 
we must,’’ Bishop Maher

declared. ‘‘To change the 
Constitution to bring this 
about we shall, for we are 


‘believers and it is believers

He concluded: ‘‘The right

In his homily Bishop 
Maher stressed the commun- 
ity theme. He reminded the 
delegates that .‘'we are 
co-creators with God’’, and 
as creators dedicated to 
building the diocesan com- 
munity, we ‘‘must seek out 
and serve the people.’’ 


In the past traditional 
devotions and hymns served 
to unite Catholics, the bishop 
noted. 


HE URGED the delegates 
‘to work to restore the 
things that unite us’’ and 
called them to be ‘‘creative”’ 
in seeking new ways to build 
unity. A specific council task, 
he declared, will be ‘‘to unite 
youth with the Church’’. 


“‘Our obligation is to serve 
the diocesan community,’ 
Bishop Maher concluded. 
‘The greatest way to serve is 
to build a believing people; 
that is the greatest need. 
Believers are doers. Belief 
develops the whole person 
into a person of action.” 


As a symbol of council 
community, the bishop in- 


-vited the delegates to join the 


concelebrants around the 
altar during the Liturgy of 
the Eucharist. 


FOLLOWING the Mass. 


the delegates began their 
first business session in 
which they reviewed the 
constitution of council. In 
other business, the council 
heard presentations by ‘Dr. 
Robert Peer on Catholic 
Community Services and by 
Jessie Rodriguez on the 
needs of the Spanish-speak- 
ing of the diocese. 


Nominating committees 
were appointed to select 
candidates for various offices 
including those of chairman 
andsecretary, and for the five 
council commissions on spiri- 
tuality and worship, educa- 
tion, peace and justice, 
family life and Church ad- 
ministration. 


Another nominating com- 
mittee was established to 
select candidates for the four 
at-large seats to be filled by 
the council with the bishop’s 
approval. 


THE NEXT meeting of the 


council is scheduled tenta- 
tively for Nov. 20 in the 
Victorville Deanery with the 
time and place to be an- 
nounced. 


As the newest advisory 
body to Bishop Maher, the 
council’s purpose, according 
to Albers of the implementa- 
tion committee, will be ‘‘to 
examine every phase of 
Church life’’ in the diocese 
and to advise the bishop on 
the best ways to relate 
Church life to the people of 
the diocese. 


The council, he noted, will 
work with the other advisory 
bodies, such as the diocesan 
consultors, the Senate of 
Priests and the Sisters Sen- 
ate. 


DEANERY councils, es- 
tablished last spring, elected 
24 representatives, a layman 
and a laywomen from each of 
the 12 deaneries to sit on the 
council. 


Also serving on the council 
will be six clerics elected, by 
the priests’ senate — Five 
priests have been elected 
and the permanent deacons 
will be asked to elect one of 
their community to sit on the 
council, according to Father 
Phillip Straling, senate pres- 
ident. 


Four Sisters elected by the 
Sisters Senate will serve with 
a Spanish-speaking delegate 
to be elected by the Spanish 
speaking, the four delegates 
to be selected by the council 
and four delegates to be 
named by Bishop Maher.

A time to keep 


There is probably one satisfactory thought to be 
gleaned from the interminable political process by 
which we elect our presidents—| feel sure it will be 
put to our credit against time in purgatory. Not only 
is the process overlong, but it puts both public and 
candidates to such a test of endurance. 


This year there will be many who-echo the words 
of the letter on the opposite page, asking for help in 
making a selection. Neither Ford nor Carter 
exemplify dynamic, sound leadership and the 
televised debate last week did little to dispel the 
gloom of many voters. The fact that more than half 
of those eligible to vote will stay away from the 
polls on election day is a commentary in itself. 


Gov. Carter, following in the unwise footsteps of 
Gov. Jerry Brown, chose to have himself. exposed 
through a Playboy interview. Not only is this an 
unwise choice of medium for a_ presidential 
candidate, but in his efforts to demonstrate his 
abhorrence of passing judgment on other men, he 
chose adultery as his example. He confused 
judgment of the man with moral judgment and 
seemed to ‘be condoning adultery. His extremely 
coarse language showed another fatal slip in a 
presidential aspirant, too. 


Bishops speak out 

In addition to our own Bishop Maher, whose 
letter regarding abortion as a campaign issue we 
published two weeks ago, other bishops have 
spoken up on issues related to the political 
campaign. 


Bishop Bernard Flanagan of Worcester, Mass., 
wrote in his diocesan newspaper: ‘‘The Church’s 
strong backing of a constitutional amendment to 
protect unborn human life may lead some people to 


. think that it is the only issue that we are concerned 


with at the present time. On the contrary the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops have taken 
a stand on a great number of national issues.’’ He 
cited the economy, education, food, housing, 


foreign policy, employment and military expendi- 


tures. 


Bishop John King Mussio of Steubenville, Ohio, 
called the Democratic plank ‘‘a horrible example of 
proselytizing in matters moral. Nor do | think much 
of men who aspire to the presidency saying they 
don’t approve of abortion but.don’t intend to do 
anything about it.’’ 


Cardinal John Cody of Chicago, said: ‘I never 
urged people to vote for or against a particular 
candidate or party.’’ But, he added, ‘‘the issue of 
abortion is a most important public issue in this 
moment of history.’’ 


Archbishops and schisms 

While the French Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre 
and his potentially schismatic traditionalist 
movement still cause pain and concern in the 
Vatican and throughout the Church, a similar case

Political process part of purgatory 


in Spain has been happily concluded, at least in 
part. Exiled Vietnamese Archbishop Pierre Martin 
Ngo-Dinh Thuc, while living in Spain, last year 
ordained five bishops without authorization from 
Pope Paul. 


The five were, according to the Vatican, 
‘“pseudo-religious’’ and were promoting an alleged 


apparition at E] Palmar de Troya in southern Spainige 


After the episcopal ordinations, the ‘exile 
Vietnamese archbishop passed out of the picture 
but one of the illicitly ordained bishops continued to 
‘ordain more priests and bishops. 


The Vietnamese archbishop was excommuni- 
cated, but now has asked the official forgiveness of 
the Church, which has been granted. He is still 
suspended from exercising his priestly powers, 
however, according to Rome. The~ Spanish 
schismatic ‘‘bishops’’. and ‘‘priésts’’ are all 
suspended officially and formally excommunicated. 


Cardinal Wright comments 

Commenting on Archbishop Lefebvre and _ his 
schismatic tendencies, Cardinal Wright last week 
spoke against ‘‘pluralism’’ as used by the 
archbishop to request Rome to see his view. 
‘Pluralism is very much a weasel-word,’’ said the 
cardinal in an interview. ‘‘There’s always pluralism 
in theological theories—there has been since New 
Testament times. 


‘But there is no pluralism in faith. There is 
absolutely no plurality of Christ or vicars of Christ. 
There is only.one Christ, one Peter and one vicar of 
Christ, the successor of Peter. The papacy is at 
issue, not any pope or liturgical reform.’’ 


On the question of deciding issues by virtue of 
numbers, Cardinal Wright said, ‘‘If numbers or 
Statistics were the rule of faith we would not 
operate according to (Vatican) councils but 
according to (pollster George) Gallup. | wouldn’t 
want the morality of theft, abortion or war to 
depend on a vote in public opinion polls. One man 
with God is a majority. And if the Pope is not with 
God, | don’t know who is.’’ 


Why tougher on Lefebvre? 


Some people have asked why the Church seems 
to come down more heavily on 
traditionalists like. Archbishop Lefebvre while 
treating some of the more flamboyant theologians 
like Hans Kung with more deference. There are two 
principal reasons: one is that the traditionalist 
celebration of the Tridentine Mass is in direct 
defiance of papal authority, and secondly, there is 
always the danger that a bishop or archbishop who 
runs counter to the magisterium of the Church 
could create a schismatic church by ordaining 
others within his influence. Theologians, whether 
priests or lay persons, come and go, and have no 
authority to ordain.

solubility of marriage and the 
difference between Christian and 
nonreligious marriages. 


We may have become increasingly 
tolerant of divorce or separation 
among Christians and more equivocal 
on the subject of re-marriage or 
extra-marital sexual relationships, but 
this is one topic on which Christ was 
very explicit. 

FOR CHRIST, God is profoundly 
involved in the marriage of two 
people. In this sacramental ‘‘joining 
together’’ God ratifies the mutual love 
of the couple, who become ‘‘one 
flesh’. Their sexual union is the 
consummation, the seal, of their 
pledge of mutual fidelity. 


Unfortunately, all too often we 
approach the idea of marriage 
backwards. The concept of a mutual 
covenant entered into before God and 
ratified by him—a mutual commit- 
ment and surrendering of self in the 
spiritual or ‘‘psychic’’ sense—is often 
overshadowed by the dominance of 
sexual attraction and fulfillment. 

Gratifying as this may be initially, 
physical attraction and emotional 
response are very subject to external 
influences and do not endure un- 
changed through the years. We grow, 
we change, but not always together, 


the same direction. 


WE MOVE through the frustration 
and pain of personal development, 
facing—or not facing—the failure of 
our plans and unfulfillment of our 
dreams and—worst of all—the evi- 
dence of our own inadequacies. 


Then, in dissatisfaction with our- 
selves, we may grow dissatisfied with 
one another and the life we lead. Then 
the marriage may seem to grow bars 
and the husband or wife or children 
emerge as jailers rooted between us 
and our freedom. 

Frequently, we feel no love, no 
gratification. Our angers and resent- 
ments ferment and feed a budding 
neurosis which sooner or later comes 
to some kind of an eruption. 

In a Christ-centered, God-aware 
marriage, the stresses are no less, but 
they grow on a basis of unshakeable 
permanency. If, as Jesus claimed, we 
are ‘‘no longer two but one flesh’’ not 
to be separated except by God, it is 
obviously utterly foolish and self- 
defeating to opt for a life of 
marital disharmony. 


FOR WE DO “‘opt.”’ We ‘‘opt’’ for 
the kind of life we lead and the 


relationships we have, to a- really 
extraordinary extent. We may. ‘’opt’’ 
for defiance and rebellion—to demand 


pursue our ambitions, in a fine, 
dramatic exhibition, probably with 
bitterness and recrimination. Or we 
may ‘‘opt’’ to quietly, although 
painfully work towards our complete- 
ness as human beings within the 
““system’’, in our own way. 

If we opt for rebellion, we will 
probably have the satisfaction’ of 
making our spouse and family. as 
miserable as we are—and there is 
often a kind of perverse satisfaction in 
that. If we choose the other way, to 
seek maturity despite our circum- 
stances, we may have to face some 
unpalatable truths with unaccustomed 
humility and thaw a few icebergs of 
pride and egotism. 


IT IS BY no means a simple thing to 
sink one’s grievances, particularly 
when they happen to be justifiable, 
but that seems the only alternative to 
a lifetime of unhappiness. There isin 
believe, no better way to learn to 
handle’ marital problems than to 
accept that they must either be 
overcome or ‘‘lived with.’’ 

However unsatisfying our marri- 
age, however gloomy the prison and 
forbidding the wardens, if there is no 
escape we have only two courses 
open. We may dessicate in woeful 
self-pity and~ allow ourselves — to 
disintegrate into querulous, bickering 


used to say, ‘‘go into the garden to eat 
worms.’’ 


Or we might so far forget ourselves 
as to light a few candles in the gloom, 
plant a few geraniums in the worm 
patch, crack a few jokes in the silence 
and squander a few tender, loving 
smiles on the warden! Even if the 
response in not overwhelming, we 
have lightened and beautified our 
lives and eased our feelings of guilt! 


IN MARRIAGE, more than in any 
other human relationship, we tend to 
“‘cut off our nose to spite our face’’ 
and in times of conflict would seem to 
prefer to die of privation than bring 
happiness to the other. But when 
there is a third party involved; when 
God isa silent but suffering witness 
surely our vision must expand, surely 
we must see our greatest goal, our 
greatest value in the love and 
happiness we give to others? In 
particular, should we not see it in the 
continuing concern and compassion 
for those with whom we are one in 
God’s eyes? 


Marriage can, indeed become <a 
prison, if we let it. It may also bring us 
to that complete freedom = and 
maturity—to a kind of¥ unthinking 
selflessness — that is our Christian and

‘Realistic’ look at home visits 


No one will object to the closing remark of 
R.P., Fontana (SC, Sept. 9) to the effect that 
all parishes would benefit from a home 
visitation program, but the apparently 
innocent query which proceeds it, “‘Isn’t the 
work of the pastor and priests to take care of 
their flock?’’ needs examination. 


Realism is only common sense in the 
expectations of laymen before we are 
entitled to unload this problem onto the 
backs of our priests, let alone the sly 
innuendo that ‘‘lay people sometimes have 
to work overtime.’’ 


Surely we must recognize that there is a 
manpower shortage as well as a limit 
to the time and energy available in most 
parishes. An enumeration of the duties, 
visible as well as invisible, of priests would 
be superfluous unless one was unfamiliar 
with these facts.

(1) more priests or (2) more participation by 
laymen.

Suit seeks to stop ‘pirated hymnals’ 


CHICAGO (NC)—Half of all Catholic schools and parishes 
“steal to worship,’’ charged a publisher of liturgical music 
who has filed suit here accusing Cardinal John Cody of 


Chicago and five parishes with copyright violations. 


The lawsuit, seeking $180,000 in damages, could be the 
first of many—if cnurches do not stop using without 
permission material copyrighted by his firm—according to 
Dennis Fitzpatrick, president of FEL Publications, Ltd., of 
Los Angeles. 


THE FIVE CHURCHES were picked as representatives of 
the many alleged violators of the law. Cardinal Cody is 
charged in one count as participating with local parishes in 
the alleged violations. 


The Chicago archdiocese is the country’s largest See, and 
“seemed like a good starting point,’’ said Fitzpatrick, a 
composer of liturgical music, who founded the firm as Friends 
of the English Liturgy in 1963. 


Fitzpatrick estimated that 10,000 parishes across the 
country are using illegally copied versions of material on 
which he owns the copyrights.

THE 28-COUNT complaint charged that a survey of 
Chicago churches showed 103 of 182 sampled were using 
pirated material. According to Fitzpatrick, lost income in the 
Chicago archdiocese totals more than $380,000 over the past 
10 years. 


Fitzpatrick said that he was sending letters to all the 
country’s bishops warning them of possible violations—and 
possible lawsuits—in their Sees. : 


Nationwide, he contended, his company over the last 10 
years has lost $29 million because of unauthorized use of 
copyrighted material. And the company’s 65 composers- 
authors have lost an estimated $507,000 in royalties, an 
average of $7,800 per composer-author, Fitzpatrick added. 


PARISHES MAY purchase rights to FEL material for $100 
a year, he said, but only 890 have done so. He estimated that 
more than 10,000 parishes are using the material. 


“We mailed more than 200,000 brochures .with three 
separate mailings to every Catholic church and school since 
November, 1972, attempting to educate them in using only 
legal worship materials,’’ Fitzpatrick said. 


The U.S. bishops supported FEL’s position in newsletters 
of their Committee on the Liturgy in 1967 and 1969, he said. 


WITH VIOLATIONS still common, Fitzpatrick has offered a 
$10 reward to anyone sending pirated copies of publications 
copyrighted by his firm. 5 : 

Fitzpatrick, a Catholic, called it ‘‘ironic that we, as 
laypersons, should have to sue the Church in an open, 
flagrant violation of the law—the same Church that teaches 
the gospel of justice.’’ 

To illustrate his point, he related this story. 

“One of the most popular copyrights is They’ll Know We 
Are Christians by Our Love. At the height of this song’s 
popularity in Catholic churches.in the summer of 1969, the 
young composer-author was newly married and financially 
struggling to continue his education. ee 

“HE HAD TO borrow money to survive because his royalty 
check was only several hundred dollars when it should have 
been 100 times that amount by our estimate. 

“His song might be more aptly paraphrased, ‘They’ll 
Know We are Christians by Our Pirated Hymnals.’ ’’

Meditation 
and prayer life 


By Father Jerome Bevilacqua, OSA 


Last week Father Bevilacqua 
explained his own path through 
the many trials of meditation to 
arrive at true Christian medita- 
tion. This article starts a new 
series of short articles which it is 
hoped will help readers to learn 
the practice of meditation. 


The ultimate goal of Christian meditation is union 
with God. One element of our union with God is our 
prayer life. Contemplation is a type of prayer wherein 
union with God becomes increasingly ‘‘visible’”’. 


There are different levels of contemplation. At one 
level, God manifestly takes over the prayer of a person 
and fills that person with such love and peace that the 
person feels absorbed into God. It seems as though one 
has come home, laid down all their cares and been 
embraced by Love itself. 


THE PURPOSE of these articles is to offer support 
and guidance for people who want to enter into the way 
of contemplation. 


I suggest that you begin by finding the right time and 
place. There will come a time when anytime or anyplace 
will be the right one. However, for the present a 
straight-backed chair in a quiet room during the early 
dawn is recommended. Sitting straight, with both feet 
on the floor and breathing naturally will help quiet you.

JUSTIFICATION, however, is not sanctification nor 
salvation but rather the first step on the way to peace 
(Luke 1:68-79). : 


‘‘God’s justice that was made known through the Law 
and the prophets has been revealed outside the Law, 
since it is the same justice of God that comes through 
faith to everyone, Jew and pagan alike, who believes in 
Jesus Christ. 


‘Both Jew and pagan sinned and forfeited God’s 
glory, and both are justified through the free gift of his 
grace by being redeemed in Christ Jesus who was 
appointed by God to sacrifice his life so as to win 
reconciliation through faith. 5 


“IN THIS WAY God made his justice known first; for- 
the past, when sins went unpunished because he held 
his hand, then, for the present age, by showing 
positively that he is just, and that he justifies everyone 
.who believes in Jesus.’’ (Romans 3:21+-) 


“Then I heard a voice shout from heaven, ‘Victory 
and power and empire for ever have been won by our 
God, and all authority for his Christ, now that the 
persecutor, who accused our brothers day and night 
before our God, has been brought down. They have 
triumphed over him by the blood-of the Lamb and by 
the witness of their martyrdom, because even in the 
face of death they would not cling to life.’’ (Revelation 
12:10+) 2

God Shows Us His Reality 


He reveals Himself in a 
gradual, personal way 


By Father John J. Castelot 


- An important thing to remember about 
God’s self-revelation is that it was gradual, 
progressive, not instantaneous, complete 
once for all. 


There is more than a little evidence that 
the patriarchs, beginning with Abraham, 
were not pure monotheists, in the classical 
sense of the term. They may have given their 
allegiance to one supreme God above all 
other gods, but those other gods were there 
all the same, and not as empty abstractions. 


THE ISREALITES did not live in a cultural 
vacuum. Abraham was a polytheist to begin 
with, and his descendants spent centuries in 
an Egypt which knew many gods. And when, 
after the Exodus, their descendants took 
over the land of Canaan, they settled into a 
culture which was hardly congenial to pure 
Yahwism. 


The Canaan religion, like those of many 
ancient world peoples, was a nature religion. 


An agricultural people, the Canaanites . 


depended upon and lived in awe of nature’s 
forces, especially those of fertility. Upon 
these forces depended the fruitfulness of 
their fields, flocks, herds, families. 


And so, in an effort to control them and 
appease adverse forces, they deified them, 
made them gods, worshiped them. The 
sexual antics of these mythical gods were 
looked upon as sources of fertility; the 
liturgy of the times called for imitation of 
these antics at the shrines dedicated to Baal 
and his consort, Asherah. 


THE ISRAELITES, entering suddenly 
upon a new mode of existence, the 
agricultural, found this an all too practical 
religion, and the struggle between Baalism 
and Yahwism was long and bitter. The 
prophets were the champions of Yahweh, of 
course, but it was close to a losing battle 
over the centuries, at least until the crisis of 
the Babylonian Exile. : 


Be all this as it may, the God presented to 
us by the inspired authors of the Bible is the 
God they knew. It was only natural that they 
should present Him as the God of Abraham 
and Isaac and Jacob and all the rest. But that 
is another question. 


Our point today is that the God of the 
Bible is not a personified force of nature. He 
is a person, with all the term implies. Poets 
can personify the sun, moon, stars, wind, 
and address them in glowing terms; they 
cannot make them persons. The ancients 
could personify the forces of nature, deify 
them even and worship them; they could not 
make them persons. 


NO ONE MADE the God of the Bible a 


person. He revealed Himself, gradually, as a 
person, interested in His people and ruling 
all by His power. This is evident from the 
first page of the Bible to the last. 


The earliest account of creation, the 
Yahwist (Genesis 2:4b—3:24), is a charming 
story, with God pictured in very human 
form, planting a garden, making a 
mud-man, directing a parade of animals for 
the man to name and to realize his 
aloneness, putting the man to sleep, 
extracting a rib, fashioning a helpmate for 
the man, walking in the garden and 
conversing familiarly with his children. 


A charming story indeed, and even naive 
in the eyes of the pseudo-sophisticated. But 
it is not really naive or ridiculously primitive. 
This was simply the way people of that time 
chose to express profound truths, truths 
which we of a later age express more 
abstractly, more technically. We say God is a 
person; they showed Him acting like a 
person, warm, interested, involved; in 
control, to be. sure, but not despotic; 
concerned, rather. 


THIS DIVINE concern shines all through 
the Yahwist narrative. After the fall of our 
first parents, as the story goes, God must 
punish them and the tempter. But in almost 
the same breath as His condemnation of the 
unhappy trio comes a promise of the 
ultimate victory of humanity over the forces 
of evil (Genesis 3:15). 


An especially touching note is that before 
He expels the man and the woman from the 
garden, God makes clothes for them so that 
they won’t catch cold in the world outside! 


Then Cain, after the horrible crime of 
fratricide, is terrified that people may kill 
him in his wanderings. But ‘‘Not so!’’ The 
Lord said to him, ‘‘If anyone kills Cain, Cain 
shall be avenged sevenfold.’’ So the Lord 
put a mark on Cain, lest anyone should kill 
him at sight (Genesis 4:15). 


THIS SIMPLY sets the tone for a constant 


theme in the Scriptures: God is a person (one ° 


who knows and loves and cares), powerfully 
interested in His people. Just think of the 
Exodus from Egypt, the sending of the 
prophets, the restoration from the Babylon- 
ian Exile, and, above all, the Incarnation of 
the Son of God. 

“Yes, God so loved the world that he 

gave his only Son. 


that whoever believes in him may not 
die but may have eternal life. 


God did not send the Son into the 
world to condemn the world 


but that the world might be saved 
through him’’ (John 3:16-17).

A Congregation Which Cares 


Sunday Mass does not « * 


give sense of community —

The letter which follows illustrates what I 
consider to be one of the major challenges 
facing the Church today: How do we 
transform usually huge, often impersonal 
parish congregations into communities of 
truly interested, warm and caring Christian 
believers? 


“For the past two years I have been 
attending a small nondenominational church 
in addition to going to Mass. I have 
discovered what it is like to talk about Christ, 
to share Him with other human beings. I 
have grown much closer to God through this 
non-Catholic Christian fellowship. 


“I FIND this sense of community in some 
Catholic circles. I have seen it at retreats and 
in Catholic college centers. Yet it is not 
present in Sunday Mass—which is the first 
place it should be. As a community of 
believers, we-are to strengthen each other in 
our common belief. Yet I feel and see no 
common bond with the people I sit next to on 
Sunday. We do not encourage each other 
verbally. 


“I see this community developing in 
charismatic Catholic groups. Yet I hesitate to 
get involved in this. God’s Spirit is much 
broader—He does much more than speak in 
tongues. Besides I think I need more 
emphasis on the greatest gift God has given 
me—Love, ‘Corinthians 13 love,’—before I 
want to go onto the others. 


“I believe in the beginnings of the 
Catholic Church—in how she has been 
handed down in her doctrines. It is the local 
parish—the majority of Catholic people—I 
no longer have as much faith in. I see these 
people on Friday or Saturday night using our 
Lord’s name every other sentence. And they 
certainly aren’t speaking in favor of Him! 


I ASK GOD to show me how I am to have 
faith and trust in these fellow Catholics I sit 
next to. Are these really God’s chosen 
people? Is the Catholic Church teaching 
them what God can do for them? Are we 
simply talking about love and not being 
love? 


“In the nondenominational church I do not 
believe in their doctrine—yet I do believe in 
the people there. They are living every day 
for Christ—He isn’t with them only on 
Sundays. 


“When God shows me which of these last 
two areas—doctrine or honesty and fellow- 
ship—a church family is supposed to be 
strongest in, my decision will be made. ’Til 
then I continue to search and pray for the 
strength God gives.’’ 


THE CHURCH proposes as an ideal what 
my torn and distressed correspondent seeks 
to find in practice at Catholic parishes. 
Article 62 of the Roman Missal’s introduc- 
tion, for example, states: 


“In the celebration of Mass the faithful 
form a holy people, a chosen race, a royal 
priesthood: they give thanks to the Father 
and offer the victim not only through the 
hands of the priest but also with him, and 
they learn to offer themselves. They should 
make this clear by their deep sense of 
religion and their charity to everyone who 
shares in the celebration.’’ 


An attitudinal change and increased 
awareness on the part of individual Catholics 
ultimately seems the answer. 


“CHARITY TO everyone who shares in 
the celebration’’ is merely a different, more 
technical way of describing people who truly 
care about others in the parish, who speak to 
them before and after Mass, who pray fro 
the heart during the liturgy and who later 
eagerly volunteer to serve those in any kind 
of need. For such persons, their Sunday 
worship carries over into everyday living. 


Division of mammoth parishes into more 
manageable units, however, also appears 
highly desirable, even critically necessary. It 
is very questionable, if the kind of personally 
concerned Christfans sought for by this 
letter writer would be evident and dominant 
in our extremely large churches. 


Needless to say, the God preached, 
worshiped and experiences in such settings 
may likewise strike many as cold, indifferent 
and impersonal. — ; :

Pagan gods

How do you describe God? 


I found the following description in the 
Theological Dictionary edited by theologians 
Karl Rahner and Herbert Vorgrimler. 


‘‘CHRISTIAN PHILOSOPHY and theology 
conceive God in terms of the analogy of 
being as absolutely holy, supreme, exalted 
above the world, personal, | absolutely 
necessary, uncaused, existing of himself, 
and therefore the eternal and infinitely 
perfect being, who has created everything 
else out of nothing.’’. 


Sort of boggles the mind, doesn’t it? For 
most of us who see our feet of clay whenever 
we put our shoes on, it is pretty difficult to 
identify with or even conceive of a being that 
is infinitely perfect. 


Let’s face it. To be perfectly honest, it is 
impossible for men and women to 
adequately describe God. God is inexpres- 
sible. 


THE REACTION of people to the 
recognition of this inexpressibility of God 
has been varied. 


Israelites emphasized the holiness of God 
to which they responded with awe. The 
name Yahweh, which God gave to Moses 
(Exodus 3:13-14) was considered so holy that 
it was never pronounced. 


Philosophers describe God as being 
“‘wholly othet’’ which simply means that he 
is totally different and distinct from 
humanity. The ancient pagans of Greece and 
Rome accepted the idea of a supreme being 
through the natural revelation of creation, 
the cycles of nature and the order of the 
universe. 


PAGAN MYTHOLOGY also reflected the 
basic human drive to transcend the 
limitations of human nature with stories of 
men who sought and obtained immortality 
through the favor of the gods. 


Infinite perfection was not an attribute of 
most of the gods of pagan mythology whose 
legends reflect all the human passions.

It is precisely here that the Divine 
revelation to the Israelites raises the human 
understanding of divinity above pagan gods 
and goddesses who used and abused their 
divine powers to satisfy human lusts and saw 
men as expendable accidents of creation to 
be used as slaves and playthings. 


THE HISTORY of man is marked by two 
forces moving inevitably toward one 
another, both of Divine origin: God’s 
self-communication of His divinity and 
man’s call to transcend his humanity. 


God’s self-communication revealed to 
men that ‘‘wholly other-ness’’ viewed 
through the prism of humanity was distorted 
into a vision of a ruthless, unloving, cruel 
and vengeful super human potentate. 


Only in Jesus, the fullness of God’s 
self-communication, could man understand 
that infinite perfection is, in human terms, 
infinitely unselfish love, that to be perfect as 
God is perfect is to be compassionate as God 
is compassionate (Cf Matthew 5:48 and Luke 
6:36). 


THE TWIN forces of God’s self-communi- 
cation and man’s call to transcendence meet 
in Jesus who is at the same time God’s 
ultimate self-communication and the ulti- 
mate means by which man can transcend his 
humanity. 


God the Father calls us to perfection; 
Jesus, God the Son, reveals and personifies 
perfection; and the Holy Spirit enables us to 
achieve perfection. 


How do you describe God? He is infinitely 
perfect, uncaused, absolutely holy and 
incomprehensible, and we will spend a 
lifetime contemplating the mystery of His 
wholly other-ness, and never completely 
penetrate the veil. 


TO KNOW God we do not need to ' 


penetrate the veil of incomprehensibility; we 
merely need to respond to Jesus’ call to 
repent and believe in the Good News 
because the Good News is that in Jesus we 
can not only know God but also can share in 
His life. 
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NEXT WEEK Roots of Our Faith asks: ‘‘Is mystery an insult to our minds?”’ Mystery is a 
sign of our relationship with God. It does show us the limits of our reason but it also invites us 
to use our minds to deepen our faith.

Mrs. Brown is the director of the 
Parish Community Development Of- 
fice of the diocese, recently formed to 
coordinate efforts for life and for a 
constitutional amendment. These ef- 
forts will begin throughout the 
diocese on Respect Life Sunday, Oct. 
3. In this article she surveys the scene 
and the challenge to Catholics. 


Since the Roe vs. Doe Supreme 
Court decisions in 1973, a woman can 
legally obtain an abortion, for any 
reason, right up until the onset of 
labor if she can find a physician 
willing to perform the operation. 


Abortion is the violent destruction 
of human life in utero. It is no more, 
no less. : 


At conception the. sperm from the 
father and ovum from the mother 
unite to form a completely unique 
individual. At that moment all that 
that individual will ever be genetically 
is present. 


THE ONLY THINGS that distin- 
guish fetal life from infancy, child- 
hood and adulthood ar 
maturity and place of residén, 
destruction of prena et 
destruction of humat: Vert 
abortion takes place duringsth 
three months of pregnancy. 


Legal experts, scientists and doc- 


tors readily admit the humanness off, 


the lives being destroyed by abor 


tions. Yet legal destruction of millions,

Black people were defined as 
three-fifths of a person by the United 
States Constitution. Because of this 
definition they were denied person- 
hood and equal protection under the 
law. They were confined to slavery 
and the killing of a black person was a 
misdemeanor, subject to fine. 


Jews were denied personhood in 
Nazi Germany and other countries 
under Hitler’s control. 


EACH OF THESE instances was a 
horrible example of man’s inhumanity 
to man, resulting in oppression, 
discrimination and death to a total 
class of people, who were denied their 
personhood in the same way that the 
courts have denied personhood to the 
unborn. 


Since the Supreme Court decision 
in 1973 (legalizing abortion) many 
nonsectarian pro-life and right-to-life 
groups have organized. The Church, 
to date, has not taken an active role in 
ending legal abortion. 


This year the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops changed that 
policy and the Church will be taking 
an active roll in working toward an 
end to legalized abortion through the 
passage of a human life amendment. 


THE PRESS, Planned Parenthood, 
NOW groups and critics of the Church 
have opposed the right of the Church 
to organize claiming that: (1) Catho- 
lics have no right to impose their

“‘life’’ issues such as poverty, 
discrimination, education, etc., are of 
concern to the Church. Yet those 
issues are materialistic concerns. The 
Church’s interest in the abortion 
controversy involves the existence of 
life itself. 


The Church is endorsing the active 
support of priests, religious and 
Catholic laity. towards the proposal 
and ratification of a human _ life 
amendment. The National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops is recommending 
that concerned Catholics, and others 
of good will, follow a simple but 
effective, pretested organizational 
plan. 


The plan was developed by the 
National Committee for a Human Life 
Amendment, Inc., 1707 L St., N.W., 
Suite 400, Washington, D.C. 20036. 


It calls for the development. of 
community groups, a community 


against federal aid for abortions. He 
probably would not vote for a 
constitutional amendment at_ this 
time, but would respond to pressure 
from Morman groups on this issue. 


Sen. John Tunney solidly opposes 
us.

ANY ATTEMPT at a human life 
amendment from San Diego citizens 
will’ take patience, persistence and 
prayer.

coordinators at each parish. The 
project coordinator will coordinate 
ongoing projects which will inform 
our legislators of our feelings on this 
issue. 


LEGISLATORS representing the 
constituencies in the Diocese of San 
Diego do not have a good record on 
life issues. Rep. Bob Wilson, 41st 
district, is probably the best in terms 
of voting, but he is reluctant to 
endorse a constitutional amendment. 

Rep. Jim Lloyd, 35th district, and 
Rep. George Brown, 36th district, are 
solidly against us. Rep. Shirley Pettis’ 
37th district, shares our views 
philosophically, but has not com- 
mitted herself to a human _ life 
amendment. 


Rep Lionel Van Deerlin, 42nd 
district, is ‘‘personally committed’’ to 
pro-life, but feels he must represent 
his district which he perceives as 
opposed to a- constitutional amend- 
ment. 


Rep. Clair Burgener, 43rd district, 
favors our point of view and voted 


through the efforts of the Catholic 
laity. 

After that victory the elected 
representatives were very receptive to 
the Catholic viewpoint. Why? Be- 
cause Catholics won on an issue that 
was highly controversial and very 
closely tied to Catholicism. Catholics 
in Missouri convinced the legislators 
that Catholics, as well as Jews, were 
worth listening to. 


4. What happens if Catholics fail to 
organize on this issue? 


If Catholics fail to organize on this 
issue, an issue so visibly tied to the 


~ Catholic Church, legislators are not 


going to take us seriously on any 
subsequent issue. 

It is important, then, that all 
Catholics become as active as possible 


_in this cause to see that a human life 


amendment is successful and to 
continue to use the organization to 
Promote peace and justice through 
the legislatures in all human life 
issues.

“Ever hear of a semi-cen- 
tennial?’’ asked Father An- 
thony Chylewski, director of 
the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith in the 
diocese.

‘*As Pope Paul said in his 
Mission Sunday message to 
all Catholics this year, ‘When 
God made the Church a 
sacrament of salvation, he 
gave it all the means 
necessary for its mission. 
But, in his inscrutable de- 
signs, he made these means 
of salvation dependent in 
some degree on our own 
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greater or lesser zeal...our 
own more or less generous 
will.’ 

‘*AS MUCH as we quite 
reasons for our involvement 
in mission,’’ added the 
mission director, ‘‘we finally 
realize that there is just one 
reason, and that is love—a 
furthering of the love Christ 
showed when he came to 
announce the Good News. 

“And what love we find in 
the missions!’’ Father  ex- 
claimed. ‘‘More than 138,000 
missionaries, men and wom- 
en, have given up their 


homes, families, cultures 
and customs to be loving 
‘other Christs’ to millions 
who may not yet have even 
heard of him. 


‘‘Mission Sunday. is that 
unique and specific occasion 
each year when our help is 
sought on behalf of nearly 
900 poor dioceses throughout 
the world. Our prayers and 
sacrifices on Mission Sunday 
are truly the foundation of 
the basic ‘daily bread’ sup- 
port provided through The 
Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith.”’

What question do you ask of one of 
the most noted biblical scholars in the 
world? 


Anyone who has read the Jerusalem 


Bible or studied scripture knows the 


name of Dominican Father Pierre 
Benoit, and here he was, sitting in the 
rectory of St. Charles Borromeo, San 
Diego. 

SO YOU ASK his advice. ‘‘What do 
you suggest is the best help in reading 
the scriptures?” 


“As for any reading, the Catholic 
needs help, such as good notes, some 
classes or other teaching,’’ he replied. 

“Don’t forget we are dealing with 
writing which is 2,000 years old or 
thereabouts, and although the gospel is 
very clear, it is not always easy to 
understand.”’ 


THIS FROM THE priest who did the 
original French version of the Jeru- 
salem Bible, for Matthew, Ephesians, 
Phillipians, Colossians and Philemon. 


And, as readers of the JB know, the 
footnotes and explanations provide a 
wealth of information, giving more 
opportunity for study and understand- 
ing. 

Is he satisfied with the English 
translation from his original French?

In fact he has spent the last 44 years 
of his life there, teaching students, 
leading them on practical on-site 
discussions of the Bible, particularly the 
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New Testament in which he is an 
acknowledged expert. 


‘| TEACH topographically, by lead- 
ing them around the sites,’’ he said, ‘‘in 
classes of not more than 30, in which 
there are usually about 15 nationali- 
ties.”’ 


He speaks Italian, German, Hebrew, 
Arabic, English and his native French, 
although English, he says, is the 
language of most of his contacts in 
Jerusalem. 


Once the classes were free to travel 
throughout the Middle East, but since 
the 1967 war Arab-Israeli relations 
make it impossible for him to go to 
Egypt, Lebanon and Syria, although 
Jordan still keeps its border open. 


HE IS WORRIED about interpreta- 
tions of the Bible, that are too simple. 
“T am afraid of the fundamentalism 
which takes the place of the Bible as 
revelation,’’ he said. 


“The Bible is a wall, a pedagogic 
structure, which describes how God 
began to build step by step with simple 
humanity, first telling them not to 
destroy their enemies. 


‘Later on,. in Revelation, we get 
corrected views, better doctrine. But it 
is in the whole of the Bible,’ in all its 
parts, that we get the truth of God. But 
to take any isolated word or phrases 
from the Old Testament as a revelation 
is very dangerous,’’ he warned. 


ON ONE OF his regular visits to the 
United States to attend a convention of 
Bible authorities and give presentations 
at universities and colleges, Father 
Benoit was in San Diego just to enjoy 
the city for a day’s stopover at the 
invitation of Msgr. William Cooney, 
pastor of St. Charles Borromeo. | 


Following our interview, he went to 
see somewhat later historic sites, such 
as the landing spot for Cabrillo when he 
stepped ashore at Point Loma in the 
17th century.

Bps. conference set in Detroit 


DETROIT— Officials here are preparing:

Polish primate to visit Pope 


VATICAN CITY—The Polish primate, 
Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski, ‘will spend a 
month here discussing the situation of the 
Polish Church with Pope Paul and Vatican 
officials. Among the topics discussed will 
probably be the resignation of the 
75-year-old primate. Vatican sources say the 
Pope will probably refuse to accept the 
resignation because of the cardinal’s pivotal 
role in maintaining a strong Church within 
the communist country. 


U.S. aid to Uruguay cut 


WASHINGTON — Members of both 
houses of Congress have agreed to cut off 
military aid to Uruguay because of torture 
and other human rights violations in the 
South American nation which is controlled 
by a military regime. Also under the same 
sanction is Chile. Rep. Edward Koch of New 


York, who has led the drive to cut the aid, 
said: ‘I do not believe that the American 
people want to continue to support military 
despotism.”’ 


Pope, Abp. Coggan to meet 


LONDON—A spokesman for Anglican 
Archbishop Donald Coggan of Canterbury 
confirmed here-plans for the archbishop to 
meet with Pope Paul in April, which will 
make him the third successive world 
Anglican leader to confer directly with a 
pope. It is expected a major topic of 
discussion will be the ordination of women, 
an issue Pope Paul sees as a serious obstacle 
to eventual unity of the two churches. 


Teacher union study begun 

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference (USCC) has formed a- special 
committee to study the unionization of lay 
teachers in Catholic schools. Bishop William 
McManus, bishop-elect of the Fort Wayne- 
South Bend, Ind., diocese, and Bishop 
Joseph MeNicholas of Springfield, Ill., head 
the committee. The committee will try to 
form the USCC position ‘‘ with regard to the 
whole question of teacher unionization: and 
the National Labor Relations Board,’’ a 
spokesman said. 


Mass. pro-life picture dim 
BOSTON—Massachusetts voters approve 
of the Supreme Court’s 1973 abortion ruling 
by more than a two-to-one margin, according 
to a copyrighted Becker Research Corpora- 


tion poll. According to the poll 50 per cent of 
the Catholics interviewed support the court 
ruling, 35 per cent favor a human life 
amendment and 15 per cent are uncommit- 
ted. 


U.S. Ukrainian leader dies 


PHILADELPHIA—Archbishop Ambrose 
Senyshyn, spiritual leader of the 290,000- 
member Ukrainian rite in the U.S., died here 
Sept. 11. He was 73. Born in Stary Sambir, 
in what is now the Soviet Ukraine, 
Archbishop Senyshyn was ordained there in 
1931, emigrating to the U.S. in 1933. He was 
named auxiliary bishop of the Ukrainain-rite 
Philadelphia archdiocese in 1942 and 
became archbishop in 1961. 


President praises Hispanics 


WASHINGTON—President Gerald Ford, 
speaking at the. National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception here, said that 
Spanish-Americans ‘‘have contributed tre- 
mendously, to what we think is the greatest 
land in the history of mankind,”’ in the arts, 
sciences, industry and education.
